T seems that the winter solstice 
} came upon London, England, in 
| what might be termed a rain of 
| 32 degrees Fahrenheit, which froze 
upon and glazed the street sur- 
faces, resulting in injuries to over 
2,500 pedestrians and motorists, 
individually and severally.

This attitude is one of watch- 
ful waiting and study of the effect of such a law. in 
the only laboratory at present available, the state of 
Massachusetts, which has had its law ia effect for 
almost a year. The law may be a magnificent success, 
but we lack any positive proof that it is so up to now, 
and until this type of legislation has proved itself any 
state will be foolish that rushes into the experiment. 


Parcel Post to Cuba 

N THE CUBAN parcel post bill, which is now before 
| Congress, the automotive industry has a certain inter- 
gst. This bill is designed to establish on a permanent basis 
the parcel post relations that have existed for some time 
under a temporary agreement with Cuba. 

The crux of the situation is the restriction on 

shipments of cigars from the island, which can now 
| only be made in wholesale lots. The island republic 
has taken a stand in this matter and unless some rea- 
sonable reciprocal agreement can be reached there is 
danger of stoppage of our mail merchandise trade 
' with Cuba. During a recent ten-day period a count at 
the Jacksonville gateway showed that fourteen motor 
car concerns were shipping merchandise to Cuba by 
parcel post. This was the largest group represent- 
ing any individual industry. ; ; 

The present bill is known as the Watson bill H. R. 9195, 
and the automotive industry will watch its progress with 
interest. 


About 1927 


T HAS grown to be the custom during the past few months 
to think and speak of 1927 as a year of considerable 
business recession in this country. There was a slackening 
of activity during the latter half of the year and on the whole 
the twelve months dropped below the high level of 1926. 

Nevertheless, the record of 1927 leaves no possible ques- 
tion as to the underlying prosperity of this country. 

; For instance, during 1927 the public debt of the United 
States was reduced by the sum of $1,038,312,886. At the 
Same time deposits in the savings banks of the country 
increased in the sum of $1,394,710,000, an amount even 
larger than the debt reduction accomplished during this sup- 
posedly recessional year. 

The public debt of the United States now:stands at 
approximately $18,000,000,000, while the total deposits in 
savings banks is in excess of $26,000,000,000. When a coun- 
try’s savings in a single branch of its saving facilities 
exceeds the sum total of its national debt, there is nothing 
radically wrong with the economic condition of that nation. 

All this is brought out in a bulletin recently sent out by 
the Union Trust Company of Cleveland, which also adds 
the information that the Department of Agriculture finds 

at the value of the principal farm crops in 1927 will be 
5,000,000 greater than it was in 1926.

Dealers Report Sales 
Improving Since 
First of Year 


by Wisconsin Bureau 
ILWAUKEE, WIS., Jan. 24.— 
Coincidental with the opti- 
mistic view being taken by the car 
dealers in the city is that being 
taken by the tire dealers in Mil- 
waukee, most of whom in general 
have opened 1928 with bigger sales 
than in 1927, and in almost every 
case are looking to a bigger year 
ahead. 

The general opinion is that there 
will be a larger sale of balloons this 
year as compared to last.

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 24—With 
the announcement by the Versare 
Corporation that a contract has 
been signed to manufacture twenty- 
eight buses for the Surface Trans- 
portation Corporation of New York 
city, the company has also made 
known that the present quarters in 
Broadway have been outgrown and 
space in Larned Street has been ac- 
quired. 

The company has rented the old 
Ferry Building, a one-story brick 
structure, providing 12,000 square 
feet of floor space in Larned Street.

Schenectady, N. Y., Jan. 24—Two 
trucks equipped with gas-electric 
drive are being used in plants of the 
General Electric Company for a 
series of tests.

One of the prins 
cipal features of the program of 
this association will be to request 
the national government to modify 
the present customs duties so that 
chassis shipped to Argentina with- 
out bodies will pay a duty of 15 per 
cent. ad valorem. Automobiles 
shipped complete with bodies, under 
the program of the association, will 
continue to pay a duty of 32 per 
cent. and automobile bodies im= 
ported separately would pay a duty 
of 57 per cent.

Past Y ear $230,000,000 


EW YORK, Jan. 24.—Directors of General Motors Cor- 

poration are expected to meet for dividend action on 

February 10, and shortly thereafter the corporation will 
issue its preliminary report of earnings for 1927, 





In well-informed banking circles® 
it is expected that the regular quar- 
terly dividend of $1.25 a share will 
be declared at the February meet- 
ing and that discussion of an extra 
dividend will be taken up at the 
May meeting in according with the 
corporation’s policy of establishing 
the stock on a conservative regu- 
lar dividend basis as earnings war- 
rant. 

The initial quarterly dividend 
on the present stock was $1.25 a 
share, declared in November, and 
in addition an extra dividend of 
$2.50 was declared at that time. 
In February, 1927, the corporation 
declared a quarterly dividend of 

$2 a share on the old stock, call- 
ing for a cash disbursement of 
$17,400,000 on 8,700,000 shares of 
common. A _ regular quarterly 
dividend of $1.25 at the meeting 
next month would call for a cash 
disbursement of $21,750,000 on 17,- 
400,000 shares of common now 
outstanding. 

As all indications are that the cor- 
poration will establish a new record 
for first quarter earnings in the 
current three months, it is likely 
that an extra distribution will be 
ordered at the May meeting, when 
directors will have before them not 
only the fina) first quarter’s figures 
but a good line on prospects for the 
first half year. 

The corporation’s annual report 
for 1927 is expected to show profits 

of around $230,000,000, equal after 
preferred dividends to $12.75 a 
share on the 17,400,000 shares of 
common. Such earnings would 
constitute a new high record, show- 
img 2 marked increase over the 
preceding year. 

Actual figures reported by Gen- 
eral Motors for 1926 were $186,- 
231,182, including equities in undis- 
tributed earnings of subsidiary com- 
panies. Earnings in 1926, however, 
did not include the earnings applic- 

able to the minority interest in Fish- 
er Body Corporation, which was ac- 
quired as of June 30, 1926, so that 
several millions additional would 
have to be added to the 1926 figure 
to make it comparable with 1927 
results. 

Notwithstanding the phenomenal 
records of the past two years, the 
corporation is starting 1928 aus- 
Piciously. It is understood that all 
of its divisions are operating at a 
higher rate than at this time a year 
ago. The new Chevrolet models 
have had wide public acceptance, 
and in a short time this division will 
be operating at a capacity of around 
4,000 cars a day. Although General 
Motors has invested heavily in ex- 
pansion of Chevrolet operations 
which gave this division an annual 
eapacity‘in excess of 1,000,000 cars, 
it would not be surprising to finan- 
cial circles if additional expansion 
were undertaken to increase capac- 
ity still further and supply public 
demand for the models.

In the 
first nine months, the company 
earned $879,083 after interest and 
Federal taxes, equal to $2.51 a share 
on the common, and more than 
total net income of $873,744 in 1926, 

In addition to prospects of an in- 
crease in revenue from the domestic 
piston business, net income next 
year will begin to reflect revenue 
from foreign licenses negotiated for 
its products. Royalties from hese 
licenses which begin at $30,000 an- 
nually ultimately will add $225,000 
to $250,000 to the company’s earn~ 
ings.
